Well Ruys, Tandy's DeskMate had it's day in 
court and the verdict is in...After careful 
review, the jury found DeskMate guilty as 
sin on all counts of software fraud! There 
was strong pleas from the jury to save the 
Calendar and DataBase section of DeskMate, 
however, neither section was able to make a 
strong enough case to save the balance of 
the program. The biggest defense for 
DeskMate was Tandy's ability to market this 
program to the novice CoCo owner. The 
problem with this statement is that when you 
go to*see the CoCo DeskMate at a Radio Shack 
store, the sales people end up showing you 
the DeskMate program for the 1000. Their 
reason for doing this is quite clear, most 
Radio Shack stores do not have a CoCo disk 
system available for your viewing. And do 
not believe for a second that the 1000 
DeskMate is just like the one for the CoCo. 
The only similarity is the name! Another 
prolilem the novice will encounter is when 
they END or CLOSE out the program. After a 
few grinds of the disk, DeskMate returns you 
to the OS-9 shell. Groat you say! WRONG! 
This shell is not equipped with any OS-9 
guts! I can hear the phone call to the 
local Radio Shack store now complaining that 
they LOOSE RS-Basic every time they 'close 
out' DeskMate. Most novice will be having 
problems putting the floopy disk in the 
riglit way let alone having to deal with a 
dead OS-9 shell. Tandy should have put a 
few commands in this shell to either default 
back to RS-Basic and/or go to booting OS-9. 
DeskMate is a get-up-and-go type of program, 
however for $99.95, this package could very 
well be Tandy's Edsel!

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BBS NEWS 

The following is an interview I did with 
SYSOP, John Schroder. The reason we did 
this was to give you some insight about what 
it takes tp run a BBS and what a BBS can 
'^)ffer. 

EDITOR: WHAT IS A BBS BOARD? 

SYSOP : A BBS is really nothing more than an 
electronic public bulletin board. Where you 
can send or receive ads, programs or 
messages from other people. A BBS can 
provide a host of information that is 
limited only to the Imagination of the SYSOP 
and the users. 

Q: HOW MUCH TIME & MONEY DOES IT TAKE TO RUN 

A BBS? 

A: I spend about 9 hours a week working on 
the board. The bulk of the work is going 
through the disk files and keeping them up 
to date. You do not have to donate this 
much time, however, time is what makes an 
average BBS into a BBS worth calling. As 
far as the cost, you are looking at spending 
roughly $500 to get started. For this money 
you will need to buy a Multi-Pak interface 
($80), a RS-232 Pak ($60), an Auto Answer 
Modem ($125), a second phone line to your 
computer ($105) and about $10 a month for 
the minimum monthly phone service charge. 
Of course, you will need a computer with at 
least two disk drives. 

WHY ARE THERE BBS’s ? 

A: To assist computer people to receive 
information not readily available to them. 
To exchange ideas & get answers to questions 
you have, to exchange data and/or programs 
with other people or the host BBS and to 
communicate with other computers & computer 
users. 

Q: WHAT DOES IT TAKE TO LOG-ON TO A BBS? 

A: First you need the necessary hardware 
software (computer, modem, telephone line 
and a terminal program). You do not need to 
be an expert computer user to log-on to most 
BBS's. Most boards are menu driven and 
offer allot of help files to guide you 
through the, different levels of the BBS. 
Really, the most important thing you need to 
know is to make sure your modem is in the 
'originate' mode! When you log-on to a BBS 
for the first time, you will have to answer 
some questions about yourself and your 
computer system & establish your password. 
After that, each time you log-on, all you 
will have to do is enter your pre-assigned 
user number & your password. It's really 

all that simple! 


Q: WHAT IS THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN X-MODEM 
AND ASCII PROTOCOL? 

A: ASCII protocal is good for sending or 
receiving keyed or stored data. Much the 
same way that, your printer works. ASCII 
protocal will not correct or over-write 
errors due to a bad phone line connection. 
X-Modem on the other hand verifies the 
information you are sending or receiving...A 
BIG FEATURE! In addition, X-Modem allows 
you to exchange ML programs in their natural 
state...ANOTHER BIG FEATURE. X-Modem will 
also check for any errors and will re-send 
the data until it is received correctly. 

Q: CAN COLOR COMPUTER OWNERS L0(J-0N WITH 
OTHER COMPUTER BBS's 

A: YES! The computer you own does not limit 
you to what BBS you want to log-on with. 
They all work under the ASCII key system and 
data can be exchanged between the different 
computers. Because of the different program 
file structures between computer systems, 
all you will be able to do is exchange data, 
not programs. 

Q: WHAT ARE SOME HELPFUL HINTS WE SHOULD 
KNOW TO BETTER ENJOY TELECOMMUNICATIONS? 
A: First of all, if you have call-waiting, 
you should push the '*70' buttons on your 
phone to cancel out call-waiting. 
Call-waiting is a killer in any data 
exchange you want to perform. Make sure you 
hear a clean single from the host board you 
are calling. If you hear a weak single or a 
single that is not solid, push the number 4 
button on your phone while it is still off 
the hook. This sometimes will clean up the 
host single. Plan your time on a BBS. 
Taking to much time per call limits others 
from enjoying the BBS. As I mentioned 

before, the reason for a BBS is to exchange 
data and ideas. Not to set new world records 
on how long you can stay on-line. Lastly, 
leave messages! No one will know you are on 
the BBS unless you post messages or ask 
questions. That's the fun of going ON-LINE
